It is further conjectured on reliable grounds that she 
was probably the sister of Mary, the mother of Jesus. 
From the scanty account given of her in the Gospel 
narrative, it is evident that she, like her sons John and 
James, was a devoted follower of Jesus, w ho was present 
at the Crucifixion and assisted at His entombment. 
M atthew, in his Gospel (X X :2 0 ) relates that on one 
occasion she came to Jesus with her two sons, "desiring 
a certain thing of him 
"And he said unto her, W hat wilt thou? She saith 
unto him. Grant that these my two sons may sit, the one 
on thy right hand, and the other on the left, in thy 
kingdom.’’

and turn them loose in Texas,

What the government has in 
mind is eliminating a livestock 
pest—the screwworm fly—that is 
costing cattlemen about $123 mil* 
lion a year, In its larval stage 
the fly feeds on the fle^h of cattle, 
It can kill a newborn calf in a 
week. 
USED YEARS ACO 
The Idea is not new. It was used 
With success a few year* ago in 
florida 
But tt has never been 
tried on such a scale and in coun­ 
try without the natural barriers 
of ocean and gulf that Florida 
has. 
How’ do you eliminate flies by 
producing them a? the rate of TS 
million a week? Sc ience and sex 
are the answer. 
It seems a male screwworm fly 
rendered sterile by radiation is

TO EXPAND PROGRAM 
The Department of Agriculture, 
which is already producing IO 
million sterile flies a week and 
losing them on unsuspecting fe­ 
males in Texas, wants $3 million 
to expand the program at once 
Its request was made public to­ 
day by a House Appropriation 
subcommittee 
The harsh winter in the South* 
west has probably killed a lot of 
the flies, the department said, 
and if it moves in now on a big 
•tale the problem will be that 
much simpler.

laid. Once the flits are eliminat­ 
ed from Texas. New Mexico, Okla­ 
homa and other infested areas, 
millions of irradiated flies will be 
dumped periodically in a 50-rn lie 
path along the* Rio Grande to in­ 
tercept any females flying up 
from Mexico.
